The reception, banquet, program and dance were in 
honor of the oldtimers who were the founders of the league 


and builders of the Community Hall, 


Throughout the 


evening the warmth of hospitality and good fellowship was 
evident among all the people present, Perhaps this was 
reminiscent of the way things were thirty and more years 
ago. During the reception one could hear greetings on 
all sides as people from the various country districts, 
the town and former residents who were back for the 


evening, renewed old friend- 
ships, 

Dr, J. Grant MacEwan, 
Lieutenant-Governor of Alb- 
erta, Father Emile Tardif 
OMI, and members of the 
original board of directors 
of the league, Mr, Lorne 
Aikins, Dr, Richard Potrier, 
Mr, Henry Terrault and Mr, 
Allan Blair were especially 
honored guests. Mr, Fred 
Turnbull and Mr, Joe Kluthe 
the other two original mem- 
pers were unable to be pre- 
sent, 

Mr, Elmer Harrison, 
master ofceremontes, 
handled the program most 
capably with charm and good 
humor, 

One head-table guest who 
nearly lost his powers of 
speech was Mr, Henry Terr- 
ault when Elmer asked him 
to step forward, Lieutenant- 
Governor MacEwan present- 
ed him with a beautiful 
chrome coffee service and 
tray, on Sehalf of the league, 
and Henry's complete sur- 
prise was evident, Mr, Terr- 
ault has served as president 
of the board of directors of 
St, Albert Community Lea- 
gue ever since it was foun- 
ded in 1939, In thanking the 
league he spoke briefly on 
some of the struggles in 
the early years, and one 
point where the league con- 
sidered selling the hall to 
the town for the sum of $1, 


as the only way to look after 
taxes, 

Mayor Ray Gibbon spoke 
briefly, congratulating the 
league on fostering a strong 
link between the surrounding 
rural districts and the towns 
people, This liaison he felt 
made a good towu and was 
much preferable to any 
amalgamation plan with Ed- 
monton, 


Father Tardif whose great 
interest in the early history 
of St, Albert is well known, 
gave an appropriate andtre- 
mendously humorous add- 
ress, Drawing on a mar- 
vellous horde of anecdotes 
he spoke of Father Lacombe 
whose address was the West, 
Brother Scullen, Bishop 
Grandin, St, Albert bridge, 
the first West of Winnipeg, 
the early days of the CPR 
and Hudson’s Bay Company, 


He recalled the time when 
Fort Edmonton was asatell- 
ite of St, Albert and how the 
women and children from the 
Fort were sent to St, Albert 
during the rebellion of 1885, 
‘*Never mind that the rebell- 
ion was in Saskatchewan he 
said -- the St, Albert regi- 
ment was sent to Lac la 
Biche -- not one shot was 
fired!’’ 


Speaking of early settlers 
he reminded his audience to 
go back to 1773 when the 


French and Scots came, 
Families like the Calihoos, 
Frasers, Cuaninghams, 
Pepins and Gervais were the 
real oldtimers with descen- 
dants still in the area today, 

Realizing that he had spoke 
en a long time the good 
Father closed with the re= 
mark that after such a big 
dinner he couldn’t have sat 
that long! 


Lieutenant-Governor 
MacEwan thanked the league 
for their invitation and the 
hospitality shown himself 
and Mrs, MacEwan, After 
congratulating the league on 
their anniversary he remine 
ded his audience that an 
anniversary of great import- 
ance to western Canada had 
been celebrated two days 
earlier, Even more notable 
in the West than Confedera= 
tion was the sale of Ruperts 
Land (Manitoba, Saskatche+ 
wan, and Alberta) by the 
Hudson’s Bay Company to 
Canada one hundred years 
ago on Nov, 19, 1869, That 
Sale marked the beginning 
of the New West, said Dr, 
MacEwan.

In a major project to help farmers 
help themselves, over 18 million 
bushels of seed are processed 
annually through provincially-as- 
sisted, municipally-located, locally- 
operated seed cleaning plants 
throughout this province.

Origin- 
ally established to administer the 
use of water by license, its areas 
of service have been extended to 
include all aspects of development, 
conservation and utilization of 
water for agricultural, domestic, 
industrial and recreational appli- 
cation in the province. The direc- 
tor and staff of technicians and 
engineers co-operate and adminis- 
ter cost-sharing arrangements 
with cities, towns and municipali- 
ties in developing water projects 
Day-to-day and long-range pro- 
grams of licensing, planning, con- 
trol and use of all surface and 
sub-surface water in the province 
are developed by this Division. A 
comprehensive “blueprint” of our 
water resources including precipi- 
tation and flow charts is available 
on request without charge.
